construction of a 789-mile, $3.5- 
billion Alaskan pipeline. 
A final vote on the pipeline bill has 
been scheduled for Tuesday. 
Even though the Senate rejected 
sole dependence on a Canadian 
pipeline, the pending bill —virtually 
certain to be passed by a wide 
margin — calls for negotiations with 
Canada 
for 
a 
second 
pipeline 
through that country. 
Mondale and Bayh contended their 
am endm ent

delivery of oil from Alaska and that 
a Canadian pipeline would deliver it 
to where it was most needed, the 
U.S. Midwest.

construction of the Alaskan pipeline 
to the port of Valdez, where the oil

1st and 3rd 
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Your guide to 
Free Beach

If you have been coyly thinking 
about going to Free Beach, what you 
must do is simply get your courage 
up and say to vourseif, “ Allright, 
today is the day I’m going to do it.” 
Get in the car and drive out of 
Lompoc south on Highway 1 and 
onto Highway 101 toward Santa 
Barbara. Two or three miles past 
Gaviota, you’ll see a clump of cars 
parked along the road. Pull over and 
find a place to park. 
Get out of your car, lock it, walk 
over and past the railroad tracks 
and look for a dirt trail that leads 
west, to the ocean. The trail is long 
and a bit rocky, but not steep. It 
leads to a big, round rock which can 
easily be seen from the railroad 
tracks. 
Go to your right when you hit the 
rock and immediately you're on 
Free Beach. This is the south or 
Santa Barbara side of Free Beach. 
Here half or more people are 
clothed, the rest go naked. You may 
want to stay on this side because it's 
your 
first 
time. 
If 
you 
have 
committeed yourself all the way, 
you’ll want to walk to the other, 
more hidden side of a small point up 
ahead. 
This is the north half or Lompoc 
side of Free Beach. Just about 
everyone is naked on that side. 
You are new at this and wish to 
stay on Free Beach south. Find a 
comfortable looking spot to lay. If 
you want to fit in and appear like 
you know what you are doing, find a 
place up near the side of the high, 


jetting cliffs like everyone else 
does. Lay out your beach blanket 
and 
what ever else you 
have 
brought. 
Finally, take off your 
clothes — all of them — and sit 
down. 
Now you're at Free Beach , you've 
heard a lot about it. Look around. 
The 
beach 
is 
narrow 
and 
sandwiched between the Pacific 
Ocean and tall cliffs. 
On your right you see a man and 
his girlfriend sun bathing in the 
nude. They do wear sunglasses. 
Further down a small group of 
naked people huddle around a picnic 
basket. Their children are also 
naked. Two suited 17 year old 
looking girls sit nearby. 
On your left are two empty towels 
and two half empty Dr. Pepper 
bottles (18 oz.) stuck in the sand. 
Their owners, two nude men in their 
20s, throw a frisbee back and forth 
near the water. Continuing left you 
see a family wearing bathing suits 
and T-shirts. Some members chase 
others into the surf. More people, 
naked 
and 
semi-naked, 
are 
observable past them on the sand. 
Now a naked man and his topless 
wife walk past, each hold an arm of 
their naked two year old daughter. 
She walks between them. 
Of course you look, but don’t 
stare. Others (five or six people) 
have come just to stare, not to take 
off their clothes or sunbath or swim. 
That’s hypocritical, 
but this is 
called Free Beach. Anyhow they're 
not obnoxious and 
they goggle 
discreetly. 
Free Beach is peaceful. There has 


never been any trouble. No rowdies. 
The law does not come down to 
hassle the nude bathers; Free Beach 
is located in a remote area, out of 
sight from homes and the highway. 
“ If a person who goes there is 
offended, he should leave,” says a 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
deputy 
sheriff. 
Why people frequent Free Beach 
varies. Some go there just to "scope 
the bods.” "There is an outlet 
there,” believes a Free Beacher. 
Some people go because it's a hip 
thing to do. One Lompoc woman and 
her husband started going to Free 
Beach three years ago when it 
wasn’t called Free Beach and barely 
10 cars would be parked along the 
highway on a weekend. In the last 
year or so Free Beach has become 
in. Sundays from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. is 
prime time. 
‘‘That’s when all the cool people 
go 
— 
theater 
people, 
doctors, 
lawyers, just interesting people," 
she said. 
She 
relates 
the 
Free 
Beach 
experience in a hip and mystical 


way: "After you take off your 
clothes, there is no reason to play 
verbal games anymore. You start 
talking straight...it’s not a feeling of 
power, but a feeling of oneness with 
the universe.” 
A local math teacher goes to Free 
Beach because nakedness fosters a 
freedom 
unknown 
in 
today’s 
repressive society. For he and his 
wife, going nude at Free Beach 
‘‘shakes off the bounds of society.” 
They enjoy nudity in the open air; it 
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makes them feel good. And he- 
doesn’t mind other people looking at 
his wife’s naked body. 


“ It doesn’t bother me, if it doesn’t 
bother my wife. There is no big 
male ego trip...” . 


Writer 
Anthony 
West, 
who 
probably has never been to this Free 
Beach, once gave a rather academic 
reason 
for 
the 
meaning 
and 
enjoyment of nudity. 
He wriote, ‘‘...For those who can 
accept the realities of their physical

being and who can handle their 
instinctive drives without anxiety 
and without guilt, the naked body of 
a woman is a mirror of their own 
delight in life and confidence in it 
For these people who are without 
fear, being naked together and 
enjoying each other's nakedness is 
sacramental, a true act of worship 
in which the woman is at once the 
priestess and the embodiment of the 
divine. She is still herself, still 
entirely a person, but she is also 
something solemn and majestic, 


beyond herself and greater than 
herself.” 


So, the next time you go to Free 
Beach and want to venture past the 
point, to the Lompoc side to join the 
long row of white and bronze and 
twisting 
and 
motionless 
naked 
bodies lying in the sun and someone 
asks why you are here, give one of 
the above reasons if you can t think 
of a good one yourself But, most 
likely, nobody will question your 
presence

Fastest guns in Lompoc; 


oldest draw club in US 


I shot my two brothers more than 
a thousand times each. They always 
managed to return my fire though. 
Together we shot up our sisters on 
many unprovoked occasions, but we 
never took a shot at our dad He was 
intolerant of such nonsense We had 
no desire to plug our mother. 
I recalled these episodes this week 
while 
interviewing 
Air 
Force 
sergeant Pat Patrick, 4141 * South H 
Street. I wondered if I was quick on 
the draw in those days, what with all 
that shooting I thought 1 probably 
wasn’t very fast. 
That’s okay, Patrick indicated, 
neither were the real old west 
cowboys. In fact, they seldom had 
gun fights. And when they did 
someone usually hid behind an 
object like a barn or a store 
Patrick, president of the Lompoc 
Rawhiders, a local fast draw club, 
would have demonstrated a lot more 
courage, as well as some quick and 
accurate shooting, however 


"I feel if we were back in time I 
would be one of the fastest guns — 
because of the equipment we have 
today," said Patrick 
Old west cowboys, he explained, 
sported 
poor 
gear 
to 
do any 
impressive gun fighting Their guns 
had a rough finish and the holster, 
made from soft leather, was carried 
too low, 
At any fast draw contest today 
cowboys wear their hard leather 
rig (holster and belt» up around the 
waist. 
The 
results 
are 
some 
astonishing 
fast 
draws, 
like 
Patrick’s .34 of a second draw 
However, if Bob Mundon was back 
in time too, Patrick would have to 
smile when he talked to him The 
world’s fastest official single shot 
draw is .16 of a second, held by 
Mundon, who incidentally appeared 
in Iximpoc to compete in the quick 
draw contest held during the recent 
Flower Festival Mundon holds 11 
other fast draw world records. 


"H e ’s 
outrageous,” 
Patrick 
repeated several times. 
Although old west gun fighting 
began more than a century ago, fast

draw clubs are relatively new. The 
Lompoc Rawhiders claim to be the 
oldest such club in the U S It began 
in 1959 Today there are 20 active 
members. Their sole activity is to 
have shoots. 


Every second or third Sunday the 
club meets at the Twin Oaks 
Restaurant in Los Alamos (next 
meeting is this Sunday). After a 
practice session, 
the shoot out 
begins at noon, usually lasting until 
4 p.m. 
Contestants shoot for trophies. 
The competition is classified with 
men and women shooting together 
Contestants, however, don’t shoot 
at each other They shoot 45 blanks 
at ballons eight 
feet away on 
mounted stands. A red light lights 
up on the stand The cowboy draws, 
levels his gun, pulls the trigger, and 
cocks 
the 
hammer, 
firing 
the 
weapons 
Burned 
and 
unburned 
power 
bursts the balloon on an accurate 
shot. And the whole sequence is 
measured in 100th of a second 
Lowest average wins 
As kids we never took such careful

"Hooked7 olympians testify: 


Drugs common in 
world athletics 


WASHINGTON ( U P I) — Olympic champion Harold Connolly said Friday 
he was hooked for eight years on alleged muscle-building drugs and that 
athletics from around the world used those and other drugs regularly during 
international contests. 


Connolly, now a track and field coach at a Santa Monica, Calif., High 
School, and another Olympic star, Eddie Hart, who was on the U.S. 400 
meter relay team that won a Gold Medal at Munich last summer, testified 
before the Senate Juvenile Delinquency 
Subcommittee which 
is 
investigating use of drugs by athletes. 
“ From July 10, 1972, the day after the Olympic tryouts in the hammer 
throw, I have not taken any drugs whatsoever, but for the eight years prior 
to that I would have to refer to myself as a hooked athlete,” said Connolly. 
Connolly said he never tried marijuana or any harder drugs but used 
anabolic steroids which he said did give him extra strength and weight but, 
if anything, they hampered his performance because retention of water in 
knee and arm joints hurt his “ flexibility.” 
“ I feel fortunate that the cautious doses I took did not result in the 
painful, debilitating side effects a number of athletes I know experienced 
from overdosing on sports medicine,” said Connolly 
As for high school and college use of drugs, Connolly said, “ A few years 
ago a friend of mine who threw the 
Javelin and was a place kicker on a 
leading college football team told me that every two weeks the entire team 
lined up, pulled down their pants and were given their shot by the doctor.” 
said 1‘ 
He said the shots reportedly were anabolic steroids 
“ Just the other day a high school football told me that one of the leading 
Southern California nigh school teams has a player that supplies ampheta 
mines to all his teammates before every game,” said Connolly. 
Connolly also said, “ I ’ve known some doctors who get a kick out of 
administering substances to an athlete to see what they can get out of him. 
It's sort of a game with them.” 
Connolly’s Olympic experience dates back to 1956 and he set world 
records in the hammer throw in 1960 and 1964. He was free of drugs in the 
1960 event and set a mark of 231 feet, 2 lk inches. In 1964, under the influence 
of the drugs, he set a mark of 233 feet, 9 l/z inches, “ only 2 feet, 7 inches 
better, certainly not a significant difference.” 
Hart, who is now an assistant track coach at the University of California, 
Berkeley, said he interviewed three athletes, who he would not identify, for 
their experience in drug usage. 
One of them operates a gym, said Hart, and “ six of the nine weight lifters 
who were on the 1972 Olympic team worked at his gym at one instance or 
another and two worked there consistently All of them used drugs.”

In addition to lower- 
and middle-priced carrs like 
Chevrolet, Ford and Dodge, 
we also see such makes as 
Cadillac, 
Lincoln 
Continental and Mercedes- 
lenz 
being 
extolled 
in 
commercials. 
Television ads are getting 
more aware of the social 
changes in the land- in fact, 
they help create them—and 
it is no longer a big surprise 
to see commercials for, say, 
flying lessons, mutual funds 
or expensive perfumes 
But getting back to cars, 
the 
foreign 
automakers 
seem to have better, more 
imaginative 
commercials 
going for them overall than 
American 
manufacturers. 
What is best about the 
foreign car ads is that they 
seem to stress practical 
points more than the U.S. 
auto commercials, which in 
the 
main 
continue 
to 
emphasize trivial factors in 
their selling pitches 
Among the foreign car 
ads, for instance, Volvo has 
had 
very 
sound 
presentations focusing on 
how long its cars last Audi 
does a clever job indicating 
how it combines the good 
elements of some other 
autos. Fiat does nicely too. 
Mercedes emphasizes its 
maneuverability 
and 
engineering 
Volkswagen, 
which has long had the 
w ittiest 
television 
commercials of any car, 
makes its points succinctly. 
On the other hand. Opel has 
a commercial now with a 
kind of oom pah-pah music 
that does not set my heart 
aflame. 
The Japanese cars, like 
Toyota and Datsun, have, of 
course, done wonders for 
themselves on American 
television, and they, too, 
have emphasized practical 
matters. And then there is 
Mazda 
with 
its 
major 
selling point, the rotary 
engine. But the few British 
car 
ads 
I've 
seen 
on 
American 
television 
are 
just about as practical as 
U S auto commercials The 
thing about the British car 
ads. however, is the sense of 
fun and pleasure they have 
effectively associated with 
English-made autos. 
But 
there haven t been many 
British car ads here. 
It is surprising that so 
many commercials for U S. 
autos have a sameness, an 
unimaginative 
flavor, 
to 
them 
There 
are 
some 
splendid looking American 
cars—not only Cadillac and 
Continental »both of which 
are shown off very well 
visually 
in 
their 
commercials), 
but 
also 
autos like the Grand Prix 
and Firebird and Charger 
and a number of others; and 
it seems to me that video 
ads for 
many domestic 
makes 
could 
be 
more
